Yoatorday morning about 1 o'clock
May Williams wont to hia house on tho
South Side and called him oat.' Sho
was in a hack with another worn an. and
tho hack driver Hrat want to tho back
door and knocked.
Dolbruggo bad boon on a spreo for

eovoral days, and wob asleop. Mrs.
Dolbruggo hoard tho knock, nnd slip¬
ping on a wrapper, wont to the door.
.She told tho young man ho could not
sco Dolbruggo, nnd ho-went away.

In a few minutes May Williams came
into the back yurd, and Mrs. Dolbruggo
again oponod tlio door. May called:
"Lou 18, you como hero, you!

I.want you to.como when I call you I"
Louia had slipped out tho aid© door,

and ho responded:
"You bet your life I'm conilugl"
Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Dolbruggocnllodou Chief ot Polico McNichol, and

between tears and sobs told lliis story.
She added.that the night before this oc¬
curred she wai awakened lh.tho deatjt of
night by her hu8bnnd,Bcrenuninc:'nnd
moaning aud thVeatonmg to kill7 some¬
body.
She wont to his side and asked what

must be in tho house yet.
On this infoimation tho chief sworn

out a warrant, and Oilicers Carney,
Dnum, Wilkie, Bucli and Dosmond
served it In the house they found
May, fivo fiirls and Delbruggo. One
woman was left to look after the house,
while tho others were taken to the lock¬
up in tho patrol wagon, Dolbruggo being
allowed to walk up. AH'were locked
up. Delbrucgo was released at :li
o'clock, five hours aftor his arrest. A
friend put up money enough to cover
his fine and took him awav" with him.
Tho chief declared that May should "re-
liiain in the coll until polico court*1 and
then be arraigned.
The case caused a good deal of ex¬

citement and indignation. It is urged
in palliation of Delbrugge^s bpagtly con-,
duct that.ho is insane, and Fiis personal:
appearance is enough to' bear out this
theory. The woman seems to have
some strange hold upon him. nnd is
base enough and shrewdjsnotigli- tOvUse
it to prevent his redeeinmc lrim&lf
even if he desired to, of which, ho hVs
never given any evidence.

Friends of his better days recall the
happy homo Delbrugge used to have,
and pity for his wife and littlo ones is
generally expressed, whil&it is the gen¬
eral exp'roision that the woman should
be run out of town and lie confined.

Dr. Keeloy Lrctijroi at TftlumjEo'a Church.
Interrupted 1»y a Crunk.

.New York, Muy 17.."Put him oui!"
shouted many pooplo in Dr. Talmago'a
Brooklyn tabornacle Sunday night whon
a man bogan asking questions of Dr.
Lester R. Keoley, tho bichlorido of gold
euro man. Thero wore thousands pres-
ont, crowding tho groat odiilco to tho
doors, and tho interruption caused in¬
tense cxcitcmenl.

Dr. Talmage, on his visit to Dwight,
III., inado Dr. Koeloy promiso to come
to Brooklyn and lecture to his cortgruga*
tidn.. Sunday night, in introducing the
speaker, Mr. Talmage said Kooley had
been nmlignod and misrepresented, but
in spito of all ho would continue his
work of saving drunkards from tho
effectsof tho viee^ ''

At tho ondof the.loctnro, which was

mainly an explanation of his thoory
nnd his sy«jtom of trcatmont of drunk¬
ards, Dr. Talmage cntecliised Dr. ,Kee-
ley.

Dr. Keeloy answered 00,000,
and 1)5 per cent of his patients had been
permanently curod.

Dr. TCooley answered the.question, and
tho man put another, showing that ho
doubted Dr. Keeloy'a word. Loud cries
of "Put him out, put him out!" fol¬
lowed, and several ushers started for tho
man, but they couldn't find him.

Dr. Talmage thon askod Dr. Keeloy if
tho analysis of his remedy, which aro
snid to have boon made, wero correct.
IIo amwered that all the analysis differ¬
ed and ho defied' anybody to- analyzo
the remedy, lie had dovoted thirty-
three years to tho subject and raado
known his theory eighteen years ago.
"Why do you refuso to mako known

your system of treatment?" asked the
tabernacle's pastor. Dr. Keeloy said his
cure was a system, and he could not af¬
ford to let "every physician know it;
thoy could not, for eovoral reasons,
familiarize themselves with it. Another
thing, he said, he did not want tho
thing to get into the hands of "moro
qpjipks than those who now claimed to
possess it."
